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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A special 
legislative committee, dominated by 
majority Democrats, will investigate 
state employ e lay offs and hiring by the 
administration of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 


Majority House Democrats added a 
new dimension to their feud with the 
administration Friday , voting 57-33 to 
create the joint panel. The voting ad­ 
hered strictly to party lines. 


The Senate, meanwhile, completed 
action on a resolution authorizing the 
State Controlling Board to provide $8 
million to the departments of natural 
resources and tax ation to prevent 
further lay offs. 
The two departments, funded at 
levels below the 1973-75 biennium, 
have been hit hard by lay offs. 
Arguing for the legislative review of 
state employ ment practices. Speaker 
Pro Tern Barney Quilter, D-47 Toledo, 
claimed the Rhodes administration 


had laid off 3,000 employ es and hired 
7,000 new ones since taking control last 
January . Some of the turnovers, he 
said were made “contrary to the civil 
service law.” 
“Those workers ought to know 
whether their lay offs were politically 
motivated or justified by economic 
conditions,” Quilter said. 
While disputing the Democratic 
figures, Rhodes’ cabinet officers say 
lay offs have been necessary because 
of the budget shortages imposed by the 
legislature. 
Nearly 1,500 state employ es have 
been laid off since Rhodes took office, 
according to a tabulation by The 
Associated Press. 
At the core of the dispute is the State 
Controlling Board, the watchdog 
finance agency Democrats want to use 
to funnel supplemental money to state 
departments. 
Rhodes has rejected the funding on 
this basis, and House Finance 


Chairman My rl H. Shoemaker, D-8 8 
Boumeville, conceded the latest offer 
contained in the $8 million Senate 
resolution may well be refused. 


There were indications, however, 
that Republicans were resigned to 
dealing with the controlling board The 
resolution for natural resources and 
tax employ es passed by a 29-2 margin, 
with two Republicans dissenting. 


House Minority leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-8 3 Perry sburg, said the 
Dem ocrats new lay off committee 
should be financed by the majority 
party rather than through the public 
treasury ’ as written in the bill. 
“ I^et’s face it,” he said moments 
before the deciding vote. 
“It 1s 
political...let’s fund it by Democratic 
party funds and not by the public.” 
The committee carries subpoena 
power and a charge to report its fin­ 
dings to the General Assembly by nex t 
March 1.

In other business, as the lawmakers 
ended what was to have been a 1975 
cleanup session, House Republicans 
broke ranks and helped Democrats 
override a Rhodes’ veto for the first 
time.

The President, aides said, 
would emphasize the role of women in 
politics in a speech to the convention of 
the National Federation of Republican 
Women.

Methodist University before fly ing to 
Midland, Tex ., to help dedicate a 
petroleum museum and hall of fame. 
At a Republican fund-raising dinner 
in Kansas City Friday night, Ford said 
the administration and Congress “are 
about to get 60 day s” in which to 
develop 
a 
compromise 
energy 
program. He added: 
“Isn’t it hard to believe that since 
January of this y ear, there has not 
been one meaningful energy bill 
passed by Congress? Not one ... it is 
unforgivable, and if the Congress does 
not do something, they are going to be 
responsible 
for 
the 
increasing 
vulnerability of this country to foreign 
oil cartels.” 
Warmly received in St. Louis and 
Kansas City , Ford mingled freely with 
crowds, seemingly bent on shaking 
every hand in sight. 
White House aides distributed the 
prepared tex t of one presidential 
address in which Ford was to say that 


a president must meet the people face- 
toface and listen to what they have to 
say , concluding: 
“ I have no intention of abdicating 
that responsibility . I have no intention 
of allowing the government of the 
people to be held hostage at the point of 
a gun.” 
Shortly after reporters learned that 
St. Louis police had chased a man, 
reportedly armed with a pistol, from 
an auditorium where Ford was to 
speak, aides announced that the 
prepared tex t would not be delivered. 
They said Ford instead would devote 
most of his appearance at a White

questions from the floor. 
The President later was asked why 
he had discarded his tex t. He said he 
delivers many prepared speeches, but 
simply decided to throw this one away .

“I hope the Congress will finally 
awaken and find that they are the 
principal contributors to inflation in 
this country ,” he said.

W. A. and John Bills of South Point, 
O., will be making and selling sorghum 
with an old fashion mule powered cane 
mill and wood-fired evaporator Sept. 
20-21 at the Pickaway County Bicen­ 
tennial Farm Heritage day s. 
The mill will be at the Drummond 
Brothers farm on Dennis Road where 
the cane was planted earlier this y ear. 
A number of old-time farm activities 
have been 
planned 
both at 
the 
Drummond farm and at the William 
Green farm located on Thrailkill Road 
near State Route 762. 
Sorghum-making, at one point in 
time, was an autumn chore and a 
social event all rolled into one. When 
the “cane mill” was set up and the 
juice began to boil in the evaporator, 
sending its appetizing fragrance 
floating out on the invigorating 
autumn breezes, folks flocked in from 
all over the neighborhood like 
y ellowjakcets around a cider press. 
Armed with joints of cane and small 
paddles whittled from wood, they 


dipped and lapped foam, boiled sweet 
potatoes and candied apples in the 
boiling sweet sy rup, talked, laughed, 
and socialized to a fare-y ou-well. 
Then as the job concluded, there was 
the inevitable “stir-off” which saw the 
last of the sorghum flow out of the pan 
into buckets and lard cans. This last 
rite was alway s attended with fiddle 
music, square dancing on the green, 
and 
a 
lot 
of 
other 
pleasurable 
shenanigans such as cider-drinking 
and fried chicken-eating. 
But as the y ears flowed by , ex cept 
for a few stubborn holdouts in some 
back county neighborhoods, sorghum- 
making, backwoods-sty le, began to 
wane. The sheet iron evaporators 
rusted away under bam sheds, and the 
ponderous mills for pressing out the 
juice fell into disrepair. The country 
folk started going to picture shows and 
carnivals for entertainment, and for 
y ears the traditional method of 
making home-grown sorghum seemed 
to be going the way of all flesh.

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Cattlemen Urged 
To Cull Herds

Beef cattle producers should con­ 
tinue to cull their cow herds closely 
during the remainder of 1975 and on 
through 1976, says Randall R. Reed, 
Extension Beef Specialist at The Ohio 
State University. Doing so will get 
cattle numbers back into balance with 
beef demand more quickly than some 
previous forecasts have indicated. 
Reed points out that a continuation 
of the currently increased rate of cow 
slaughter will result in improvement 
in the cattle industry’s economic 
situation in 1976 and 1977. Otherwise, 
the total cow herd may not return to a 
reasonable relationship with demand 
until 1978. 
For the past three years the cow 
herd has grown about twice as rapidly 
as necessary to keep up with growth in 
beef demand. The resulting excessive 
cattle numbers, along with extreme 
inflation of feed and other costs, have 
resulted in severe economic distress in 
all segments of the industry. 
It’s a question of whether cowmen 
will make individual decisions now 
which will add up to a more orderly 
adjustment period, or whether the 
current disastrous situation will be 
extended over a prolonged period. 
Reed suggests that it's logical to 
continue heavy cow slaughter now 
while supplies of pork and poultry' are 
down and before expected increases in 
volume of other meats materialize. 


Recent USDA reports show that 
numbers of heifers for cow herd 
replacement are 7 per cent less than a 
year earlier, January-June cow 
slaughter, totaling 4.6 million head, not 
only was 47 per cent more than a year 
earlier, but also was 200,000 head 
larger than earlier projections for 1975 
had indicated. 
If cow slaughter during the last half 
of the year is 5 million head or more, 
the total cow herd on January* 1, 1976, 
may be down by 34 to 1 million head 
from the January 1, 1975, total of 56.6 
million head. Furthermore, if cow 
slaughter continues at a record level in 
1976, and if heifer replacements are 
not excessive, the total cow herd may 
get back in line with population and 
income growth by 1977. 
Reed explains that closer culling of 
cow herds not only can improve the 
over-all economic situation more 
quickly, it can also help producers 
improve herd quality, reduce teed and 
other costs and increase flexibility of 
operations. 
Some options which allow reduced 
cow numbers while still maintaining 
cash flow, Reed suggests, are for a 
cow-calf operator to cull more cows 
now and retain some of his calves as 
yearlings. Then, during the second 
year, he has the flexibility of putting 
more heifers back into his herd. A cow- 
yearling operator might consider 
reducing 
cow 
numbers 
and 
backgrounding the yearlings for an 
additional period.

Today’s fashion trend is to a longer 
skirt length.

1. Let down hems completely and 
face with 2” hem facing or stretch 
lace. This technique will work if the 
hemlines are not permanently creased 
or soiled. 
2. If the hemline is permanently 
marked or if the hem allowance will 
not provide sufficient length add 
ribbon, trim or lace to the skirt. You 
may add one or more bands of lace as 
trim at intervals above the hemline. 
Keep a pleasing proportion between 
the skirt fabric and trim. Select trim in 
keeping with the style, color and 
texture of the garment. The bands may 
match, blend, or contrast. This is most 
effective when the trim is repeated on 
another part of the garment.

And So 
It Grows

Numerous calls, more than ever 
before, have come in concerning bees 
in the home, wall, or chimney. Most 
callers believe they have honeybees 
but when checked out, practically all 
cases have been yellow jackets, 
hornets or paper wasps (polistes). 


It’s not difficult to mistake the 
yellow jacket for the honeybee when 
you see these insects flying in and out 
of a small opening high on the wall of 
your house. Usually, if you have 
honeybees, they entered in the spring 
and you would have noticed them 
before now. Yellow jackets and similar 
insects become more noticeable in the 
fall. 


If the pest is not bothering you, 
perhaps it is best to leave it alone. 
However, if a member of the family is 
highly 
allergic 
to stings, 
call 
a 
professional exterminator. 


To do the exterminating yourself, 
locate the hole where the insects are 
going in and out. Then after dark or 
late in the afternoon, spray the con­ 
tents of a Vapona or Baygon aerosol 
can into the hole. You may have to 
repeat the treatment until all insect 
activity has stopped This may take a 
couple of weeks. 
When nests are found in the ground, 
a solution of chlordane or diazinon can 
be used to drench the nest. Follow 
directions on the container. Again, do 
this at night when all the insects are 
inside the nest.

heavy tweed, either above the hemline 
or add it to the bottom of the garment. 
Repeat the trim on the collar, at the 
center front or on the cuffs to tie the 
whole design together. 


4. If your trim or ribbon selection is 
limited, seam binding and hem facing 
sewn together in strips makes an in­ 
teresting substitute. Especially in­ 
teresting effects are achieved if 4 or 5 
colors are used. Simply sew, straight 
stitch or zig-zag, one strip after 
another. Often a 
backing of un­ 
derlining fabric adds stability. Again it 
is a good idea to repeat the strip, at 
least in part, somewhere else on the 
garment. 
5. Another means of skirting the hem 
length issue is to add rows upon rows of 
ruffles, resulting in added spark and

length 
for

Especially good for after five type 
clothes or the current peasant fashion 
style. Use blanket binding, fabric 
remnants, or other trim. 


O h io Corn Crop 
2 nd Largest 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP > — Field 
conditions as of Sept. 1 still indicate 
Ohio’s 1975 corn production will total 
315 million bushels, second largest on 
record, the Ohio 
Crop 
Reporting 
Service said Thursday. 
The state’s biggest com crop was 323 
million bushels in 1971. 
The forecast, which was unchanged 
from the service’s Aug. 1 estimate, 
said the com yield per acre is expected 
to be 90 bushels, slightly below the 
record 92 bushels yield in 1972. 
Soybean production was forecast a 
97.6 million bushels, which would be 
the largest ever in Ohio. The yield per 
acre was estimated at 31 bushels, also 
a record. 


A number of insects and diseases 
can cause your lawn to be spotty (dead 
spots ranging from baseball size to 
areas large as a room). Chances are 
the dead areas you are seeing now 
were caused by grubs, sod web worm 
or billbugs. More recent checks con­ 
firm bluegrass billbug damage. Each 
of these insects can be controlled but 
the timing of insecticide application is 
important and usually different. 
Since it is too late to treat this year, 
as the damage has been done and 
timing of sprays has passed, contact 
your County Extension Office between 
now and next spring for copies of 
“ Your Lawn” and ‘Control of Turf- 
grass Pests.” These publications give 
proper times to spray and recom­ 
mended insecticides.

Spangler said. 
In one year farmers spend $8.8

About 140,000 employees are employed 
in the production of the farm equip­ 
ment. 
Spangler said that farmers spend 
$14.7 billion for feed and seed each 
year and another $3 billion for fer­ 
tilizer and lime. A total of $10.1 billion 
is spent by farmers each year for fuel, 
lubricants, and maintenance for 
machinery’ and motor vehicles used in 
farming 
In addition to being producers of 
food and other agricultural products, 
farmers are good consumers of many 
other goods and services produced by 
someone else, Spangler said.

Apple Butter Bee — young couples of 
courting age usually took part, stirring 
the large kettle of butter with a long 
wood paddle. 
Spinning Bees — the farm wife pitted 
her skill and endurance against the 
neighboring women to see who could 


spin the most skeins from sunup to 
sunset. 
Kicking Bees - groups of barefooted 
men sat in a circle on benches. Hot 
soap suds were poured on new woolen 
cloth spread on the floor. The men 
kicked the cloth for three hours or 
more to soften and shrink the material. 
lim e Frolics — to haul the Ume from 
distant kilns. 
Quilting Parties — women would 
gather before a roaring fire to sew the 
massive heavy quilts needed over 
long, cold winters. 
Breaking-Out Bees — as many as 
fifteen head of oxen might be yoked to 
a massive plow to open snow-blocked 
roads.

Miss Fromme’s court appearance 
Thursday featured the defendant in a 
red hooded costume demanding justice 
for redwood trees and issuing an 
ominous warning that “ the gun is 
pointed.” 


U.S. District Court J udge Thomas J. 
MacBride tried to prev ent Miss 
Fromme from making statements in 
court, say ing it might prejudice her 
right to a fair trial. But she insisted. 


“ This is more important to me at 
this time,” she said. “ I’m the one that 
has to sit in the cell and worry about 
it.” 


Miss Fromme, 26, is the first person 
ev er indicted under the 1965 federal 
law cov ering attempted assassinations 
of U.S. presidents. She has not y et en­ 
tered a plea. If conv icted, she could 
draw a max imum sentence of life 
imprisonment. 
Secret Serv ice agents say a loaded 
gun was wrested from her hand when 
she was seized within two feet from 
President Ford in Sacram ento’s

Rescinding of that ban last Dec. 31 
was accom panied by g reat ex citem ent 
and ex pectations of a ru sh to g old 
dealers. Many had ex pected people 
ev en wou ld draw money from sav ing s 
accou nts to bu y g old. H u ck sters 
forecast big price rises. 
The peak price, arou nd $19 0 an 
ou nce, was reached ju st abou t the tim e 
the pu blic was perm itted to bu y 
bu llion, which is the m etal in its rath er 
plain, u nfabricated, bar or w afer form. 
The price this week was arou nd $150. 
Some boom! 
W hat killed the “ g old boom ?” 
H erbert Coy ne and Irwin Shisko, 
v ice presidents of J. Aron & Co., an old- 
line m erchant banking firm which pu ts 
indu strial and com m ercial bu y ers and 
sellers tog ether — they are m ore or 
less disinterested observ ers of retail 
m arkets — g iv es this assessm ent: 
There was a lack of tradition of g old 
ow nership in th e U nited S ta te s.

Bu t ev en before the lifting on the ban 
on bu llion, Americans were perm itted 
to own certain g old coins. Many sm art 
people already had satisfied their 
long ing for g old by pu rchasing these 
coins. They didn’t hav e to wait u ntil 
Dec. 31. 
Thirdly , the price of g old kept rising , 
and A m ericans are wary of bu y ing 
item s on the rise. Sometimes they 
m ig ht conclu de that prices, thou g h 
hig h, m ig ht continu e rising . This tim e

F ina lly , th e re w ere too m any 
“ anx iety elem ents” to owning g old.

There was a 
fear of financially weak dealers g oing 
bankru pt. 
There were fears also that bars of 
alloy s wou ld be plated to look like g old, 
and there were fears that some dealers 
wou ld m ake ex traordinary profits. 


F ina lly , they said,

becam e aw are of the difficu lties and 
costs in retu rning g old bars to the 
m arket. They realized that m ay be g old 
wasn’t alway s neg otiable. And they 
ev entu ally realized they wou ld hav e to 
pay $25 to $50 an ou nce to obtain an 
assay prior to sale.

tu rning his head in Sister’s direction. 
Then he reached his hand across his 
desk 
to

cracked bronze bell. He flicked his 
middle fing er at it, and it g av e off a 
m iniatu re toll.

mou sly in the past 25 y ears. It is now 
well known that the preserv ation of 
teeth in the child can determ ine the 
ev entu al dental health of the adu lt. 


Irreg u larly spaced teeth and teeth 
that are crooked and bu nched u p, may 
interfere with the norm al g rowth of the 
jaw. 
Some speech defects can be traced to 
abnorm al stru ctu ral chang es in the 
mou th. 


You r own dentist is in the ideal 
position to determ ine when to consu lt 
the orthodontu re specialist. He, then, 
with X-ray s and casts, decides ex actly 
when the child is ready to beg in 
reconstru ctiv e work. 
One of the m ajor problem s that 
arises in orthodontu re is that parents 
fail to g et an early opinion and hope 
th at the teeth will g row properly , ev en 
withou t orthodontic help.

inv estors to hide from the tax collector 
are being m arked for closing by Con­ 
g ress. 
The Hou se Way s and M eans Com­ 
m ittee, drafting a tax rev ision bill, is 
taking aim at assorted leg al dev ices by 
which some hig her-income Am ericans 
are m anag ing to earn a lot bu t pay 
little or nothing in tax es. 
In fou r working day s, the com m ittee 
has g iv en tentativ e approv al to tax -law 
chang es which wou ld bring abou t $5.7 
billion m ore into the federal treasu ry 
ov er the coming six y ears. 
“ The E nd” wou ld come, effectiv e 
im m ediately , for m ajor tax shelters in 
mov ies, inclu ding horror and por­ 
nog raphic film s as well as g eneral box - 
office attractions, if the com m ittee’s 25 
to 0 decision Thu rsday ev entu ally 
becomes law. 
“ Dou btless some su ccessfu l, and 
perhaps sig nificant, films hav e been 
financed throu g h shelters. Bu t not 
ev ery film which is shelter-backed 
necessarily falls in this categ ory . The 
staff u nderstands that a larg e nu m ber 
of shelter-backed films inclu de horror 
and 
pornog raph ic 
film s,” 
cong ressional tax staff ex perts told the 
panel. 
Nex t week, the com m ittee tu rns to 
tax shelters in professional sports 
franchises. 
“ B ecau se 
ta x 
losses 
m ay 
be 
g enerated which can be u sed to offset 
oth e r incom e, professional sports 
franchises hav e become increasing ly 
attractiv e tax shelter inv estm ents for 
indiv idu als 
in 
hig h

So far, the com m ittee has v oted to 
knock down m ajor kinds of tax shelters 
in the real estate area, farm ing , equ ip­ 
m ent-leasing and in oil and g as drilling 
when dev eloping an already -tapped 
field. The panel left shelters av ailable 
for inv esting in ex ploratory wells. 
E q u ipm e n t- le a s in g pr a c tic e s , 
g rowing su bstantially in recent y ears, 
cov er su ch item s as airplanes, com­ 
pu ters, railroad rolling stock and 
ships. 
Tax shelters are u sed chiefly by 
persons with hig h income to inv est 
som e money in a project to bu ild u p 
accou nting losses. These losses wipe 
ou t their reg u lar income for pu rposes 
of compu ting tax es. 
For ex am ple, cases from Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice files inclu de a dentist 


with $156 ,000 in income who inv ested in 
a mov ie tax shelter and a lawy er with 
$151,000 in income who inv ested in a 
cattle-feeding tax shelter. Both paid no 
federal income tax . 
An ex ecu tiv e 
earning $448 ,000 paid $1,200 becau se he 
had a real estate tax shelter.

Mr. Shepard, a coordinator with 
school teachers in environmental 
education, said that bird watching is 
like any other hobby as it provides 
relaxation. A good time to begin is in 
the fall when the leaves fall from the 
trees. It is easy to see the birds in trees 
and bushes and the abandoned nests 
can be examined. 
He said the first requisite is a bird 
book to aid in identifying different 
species. Other necessities are a pad 
and pencil to make notes, binoculars, 
bird call and most of all, patience.

Ca ta ly tic Conv erters Pass Test 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Sulfates 
and sulfuric acid mist produced by 
antipollution devices on automobiles 
have little or no affect on health, ac­ 
cording to U.S. Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency scientists here. 
‘‘We know that there is a division of 
opinion within the EPA,” said Dr. 
Jerry 
Stara 
at 
the 
National 
Environmental 
Research Center 
Toxology Research Laboratory, “ but 
we didn’t find a whole lot of problem.” 
Stara said the center has conducted 
two years of testing catalytic con­ 
verters now used on 1975 model 
automobiles. 
Scientists there tested converters 
used on both Ford and General Motors 
cars and eight cylinder engines from 
both companies. Experimental ani­ 
mals included guinea pigs, rats and 
hamsters. 
Guinea pigs were selected because 
of their extreme lung sensitivity, Stara 
said. Stara said the animals react most 
closely to humans with breathing 
problems, like asthmatics. 
Stara, a toxicologist and vet­ 
erinarian, said the guinea pigs showed 
an immediate resistence to the sulfuric 
acid mist and the sulfates but their 
lungs soon became tolerant, as did the 
other animals. 
‘ The big question now is, are the 
sulfates harmful. 
‘‘We say the hydrocarbons produced 
by cars without the converter are more 
harmful than the gases produced by 
the catalytic converters,” Stara said. 
Stara said EPA scientists elsewhere 
had reported that the sulphates are as 
harmful as the hydrocarbons. This, 
Stara said, was not bom out by the 
tests. 
Stara said he was concerned at 
reports that persons within the 
automobile industry would like to see 
an end to installation of the devices. 
‘‘If the converter goes, then industry 
has to offer other methods of control 
and the solution will be smaller cars 
and fuel without sulfur,” Stara said. 
Stara said the sulfates produced by 
the converters “are minimal” com­ 
pared to the pollution produced by 
industry’. 
‘‘We feel the trade-off, hydrocarbons 
for sulfates, was good.” 
Stara said three tests were con­ 
ducted over the past year. One for 
three months and the second two of six 
weeks duration each. 
In each test, he said, animals in 
chambers exposed to gases not sent 
through the converters died.

CINCINNATI (AP) - The largest 
crowd of the exhibition season, an 
estimated 50,000, is expected for 
Saturday night’s Cincinnati-New 
Orleans matchup, with the Bengals 
trying to avoid their first losing pre- 
season in five years. 
Coach Paul 
Brown says Ken 
Anderson will go most of the way at 
quarterback, with backup John 
Reaves finishing up the National 
Football League exhibition finale. 
Cincinnati takes a 3-3 record into the 
game. It will be only the second time 
the two teams have ever met. The 
Bengals won the first meeting 26-6 in 
1970, the year they suffered through a 
2-3-1 exhibition season and went on to 
win the NFC Central Division. 
New Orleans is 2-3 and shows signs 
of improving on its 5-9 record of a year 
ago. 
The Saints’ victories came against 
Denver and Baltimore, with losses to 
Houston, Miami and Pittsburgh. They 
dropped a 24-13 decision to Pittsburgh, 
after leading by three points with four 
minutes to go. 


“ We’ve been getting beat by some of 
our own turnovers,” said Saints’Coach 
John North. 
New Orleans will be without No. 1 
quarterback Archie Manning and 
speedster Larry Burton, their No. 1 
draft choice, will miss the game with 
injuries. 
Bobby Scott and second-year man 
I«arry Cipa. a former Cincinnati prep 
great, are expected to alternate at 
quarterback for the Saints. 
Cipa, who ended up a Michigan and 
was highly touted until a knee injury 
clouded his career, had praise for the 
Bengals defense. 
“ They cover man to man better than 
any team we’ve seen and they have 
really talented personnel in the 
secondary,” he said. 
It’s the final chance for both coaches 
to assay their talent. Ironically the two 
clubs meet in regular season play two 
weeks away. 
Next week, the Bengals launch the 
1975 season against upstate rival 
Cleveland, while the Saints travel to 
Washington. 
Old Trolley Car Rescued 
For N ew A tte m p t A t Transit 


WAREHOUSE POINT, Conn. (AP) 
— An old trolley car, rescued from a 
junkyard for a museum, is being 
pressed into service in a revitalized 
urban mass transportation system. 
The car will be shipped Monday 
from the Connecticut Electric Railway 
museum here to the Cleveland, Ohio, 
suburb of Shaker Heights. Joined by its 
sister trolley, old No. 450 from the Ohio 
Railway Museum in Worthington, the 
cars will make up to four round-trips a 
day into the city. 
“ We bought the car in a junkyard in 
St. Louis 10 years ago and completely 
rebuilt it,” said Robert Eggleton, vice 
president of the Connecticut museum. 
“ We’ve 
been 
using 
the 
car 
to 
demonstrate to Connecticut officials 
what light rail is all about. It looks like 
a brand new car. Now it’s going back 
into service,” he said. 
The car, known as 
President’s 
Conference Committee 
(PCC) 450 
after a group that designed it, was 
made in 1949, one of the last trolley 
cars to be built in America. 
Trolley systems have continued to 
operate in Cleveland, Boston, San 
Francisco, El Paso, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh using pre-19 52 models, the 
last to be built in the U.S. 
Then came a decision by the Greater 
Cleveland Regional Transportation 
Authority to lower the fares on its 
system from 50 cents to 35 cents, and 
subsidize it with a one per cent in­ 
crease in the sales tax, beginning Oct. 
5. 
Although new trolleys — they are 
now called light rail cars — are on 
order to carry the expected increase in 
ridership, it will be at least three years 
before they can be manufactured. 
“ Twenty-five years of technology 
was lost” when no new cars were built 
in the U.S.,” said Eggleton. “ Now 
there has been a resurgence in light 
rail. 
“ It’s very cheap. You don’t need a 


heavy roadbed. You run the cars in the 
street without high platforms. There’s 
a great future for it.” 
And old No. 450, which had been 
making quaint tourist hauls along the 
Connectcut shoreline, is ready. Says 
Eggleton: “ It’s a really old form of 
transportation and it’s making a 
comeback, that’s all.” 
Tire Inflator 
Cans Recalled 
By NHTSA 


WASHINGTON (API - Some 35,000 
defective and potentially dangerous 
aerosol “tire inflator cans” were again 
recalled Friday by the National High­ 
way Traffic Safety Administration. 
Originally, a recall was announced 
last year by the manufacturer, Taylor 
Made Products Inc., of Akron, Ohio. 
However, the administration said it 
was reissuing the recall notice because 
the company’s action in May 1974 
produced limited results. The agency 
said it feared many defective cans still 
may be in consumer hands. 
The cans, sold under the brand name 
of “ Instant Spare,” are intended for 
use as a portable source of compressed 
air for emergency tire inflation. 
The company said in its initial recall 
order that the containers had a defect 
and could explode if subjected to the 
heat of direct sunlight for an extended 
period of time. 
The cans have a marking of J103 on 
the bottom and were originally sold for 
$1.25 each. Full refund has been 
authorized by the manufacturer and 
will be paid to purchasers who return 
the product to the dealer from whom it 
was purchased.

with Republicans deploring its provi­ 
sions to repeal the strike prohibiting 
Ferguson Act and let employe 
organizations collect dues from 
nonmembers. The Senate, which 
passed the bill May 22 by a party line 
vote of 20-12, concurred in House 
changes 17-10 a short time later. 
In other business, as the lawmakers 
ended what was to have been a 1975 
cleanup session, House Republicans 
broke ranks and helped Democrats 
override a Rhodes’ veto for the first 
time. The 69-25 vote came on a bill to 
require smoke detection devices in 
high rise apartment buildings. 
The two chambers adjourned until 
Oct. 21 for what now is expected to be 
another cleanup session. It probably 
will include a Senate vote on the vetoed 
smoke detection measure and another 
House bill tightening a law under 
which utilities pass along their in­ 
creased fuel costs to their customers. 
Before quitting, the legislature 
created two special, House-Senate 
committees. One politically charged, 
joint panel will investigate state 
employe layoffs by the Rhodes 
Administration. The other, in an ap­ 
parent bipartisan effort, will launch an 
inquiry into the practices of the 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation 
and its parent body, the Ohio Industri­ 
al Commission. 
The Senate Rules Committee bottled 
up at the last minute a hotly contested 
measure to outlaw the hunting of 
mourning doves in Ohio, assuring that 
the season opened Sept. I by the 
Division of Wildlife will continue this 
year without interruption, The bill 
remains alive for possible action later, 
however. 
Representatives concurred in Senate 
amendment and sent to the governor 
bills: 
—Establish a statewide public 
defender system.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A special 
legislative committee, dominated by 
majority Democrats, will investigate 
state employe layoffs and hiring by the 
administration of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 


Majority House Democrats added a 
new dimension to their feud with the 
administration Friday, voting 57-33 to 
create the joint panel. The voting ad­ 
hered strictly to party lines. 


The Senate, meanwhile, completed 
action on a resolution authorizing the 
State Controlling Board to provide $8 
million to the departments of natural 
resources and taxation to prevent 
further layoffs. 
The two departments, funded at 
levels below the 1973-75 biennium, 
have been hit hard by layoffs. 
Arguing for the legislative review of 
state employment practices, Speaker 
Pro Tem Barney Quilter, D-47 Toledo, 
claimed the Rhodes administration 


had laid off 3,000 employes and hired 
7,000 new ones since taking control last 
January. Some of the turnovers, he 
said were made “contrary to the civil 
service law.’’ 
“Those workers ought to know 
whether their layoffs were politically 
motivated or justified by economic 
conditions,’’ Quilter said. 
While disputing the Democratic 
figures, Rhodes’ cabinet officers say 
layoffs have been necessary because 
of the budget shortages imposed by the 
legislature. 
Nearly 1,500 state employes have 
been laid off since Rhodes took office, 
according to a tabulation by The 
Associated Press. 
At the core of the dispute is the State 
Controlling Board, the watchdog 
finance agency Democrats want to use 
to funnel supplemental money to state 
departments. 
Rhodes has rejected the funding on 
this basis, and House Finance 


Chairman Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-88 
Bourne Ville, conceded the latest offer 
contained in the $8 million Senate 
resolution may well be refused. 


There were indications, however, 
that Republicans were resigned to 
dealing with the controlling board. The 
resolution for natural resources and 
tax employes passed by a 29-2 margin, 
with two Republicans dissenting. 


House Minority leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, said the 
Democrats new layoff committee 
should be financed by the majority 
party rather than through the public 
treasury as written in the bill. 
“I^et’s face it,” he said moments 
before the deciding vote. 
“It is 
political...let’s fund it by Democratic 
party funds and not by the public.” 
The committee carries subpoena 
power and a charge to report its fin­ 
dings to the General Assembly by next 
March I.

20-21 at the Pickaway County Bicen­ 
tennial Farm Heritage days. 
The mill will be at the Drummond 
Brothers farm on Dennis Road where 
the cane was planted earlier this year. 
A number of old-time farm activities 
have been planned 
both 
at the 
Drummond farm and at the William 
Green farm located on Thrailkill Road 
near State Route 762. 
Sorghum-making, at one point in 
time, was an autumn chore and a 
social event all rolled into one. When 
the “cane mill” was set up and the 
juice began to boil in the evaporator, 
sending its appetizing fragrance 
floating out on the invigorating 
autumn breezes, folks flocked in from 
all over the neighborhood like 
yellowjakcets around a cider press. 
Armed with joints of cane and small 
paddles whittled from wood, they 


dipped and lapped foam, boiled sweet 
potatoes and candied apples in the 
boiling sweet syrup, talked, laughed, 
and socialized to a fare-you-well. 
Then as the job concluded, there was 
the inevitable “stir-off” which saw the 
last of the sorghum flow out of the pan 
into buckets and lard cans. This last 
rite was always attended with fiddle 
music, square dancing on the green, 
and 
a 
lot 
of 
other 
pleasurable 
shenanigans such as cider-drinking 
and fried chicken-eating. 
But as the years flowed by, except 
for a few stubborn holdouts in some 
back county neighborhoods, sorghum- 
making, backwoods-style, began to 
wane. The sheet iron evaporators 
rusted away under bam sheds, and the 
ponderous mills for pressing out the 
juice fell into disrepair. The country 
folk started going to picture shows and 
carnivals for entertainment, and for 
years the traditional method of 
making home-grown sorghum seemed 
to be going the way of all flesh. 
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Cattlemen Urged 
To Cull Herds

Beef cattle producers should con­ 
tinue to cull their cow herds closely 
during the remainder of 1975 and on 
through 1976, says Randall R. Reed, 
Extension Beef Specialist at The Ohio 
State University. Doing so will get 
cattle numbers back into balance with 
beef demand more quickly than some 
previous forecasts have indicated. 
Reed points out that a continuation 
of the currently increased rate of cow 
slaughter will result in improvement 
in the cattle industry’s economic 
situation in 1976 and 1977. Otherwise, 
the total cow herd may not return to a 
reasonable relationship with demand 
until 1978. 
For the past three years the cow 
herd has grown about twice as rapidly 
as necessary to keep up with growth in 
beef demand. The resulting excessive 
cattle numbers, along with extreme 
inflation of feed and other costs, have 
resulted in severe economic distress in 
all segments of the industry. 
It’s a question of whether cowmen 
will make individual decisions now 
which will add up to a more orderly 
adjustment period, or whether the 
current disastrous situation will be 
extended over a prolonged period. 
Reed suggests that it’s logical to 
continue heavy cow slaughter now 
while supplies of pork and poultry are 
down and before expected increases in 
volume of other meats materialize. 


Recent USDA reports show that 
numbers of heifers for cow herd 
replacement are 7 per cent less than a 
year earlier. January-June cow 
slaughter, totaling 4.6 million head, not 
only was 47 per cent more than a year 
earlier, but also was 200,000 head 
larger than earlier projections for 1975 
had indicated. 
If cow slaughter during the last half 
of the year is 5 million head or more, 
the total cow herd on January' I, 1976, 
may be down by 34 to I million head 
from the January I, 1975, total of 56.6 
million head. Furthermore, if cow 
slaughter continues at a record level in 
1976, and if heifer replacements are 
not excessive, the total cow herd may 
get back in line with population and 
income growth by 1977. 
Reed explains that closer culling of 
cow herds not only can improve the 
over-all economic situation more 
quickly, it can also help producers 
improve herd quality, reduce teed and 
other costs and increase flexibility of 
operations. 
Some options which allow reduced 
cow numbers while still maintaining 
cash flow, Reed suggests, are for a 
cow-calf operator to cull more cows 
now and retain some of his calves as 
yearlings. Then, during the second 
year, he has the flexibility of putting 
more heifers back into his herd. A cow- 
yearling operator might consider 
reducing 
cow 
numbers 
and 
backgrounding the yearlings for an 
additional period.

Today’s fashion trend is to a longer 
skirt length. There are many ways of 
saving your favorite dresses that are 
too short for today’s fashion. 
1. Let down hems completely and 
face with 2” hem facing or stretch 
lace. This technique will work if the 
hemlines are not permanently creased 
or soiled. 
2. If the hemline is permanently 
marked or if the hem allowance will 
not provide sufficient length add 
ribbon, trim or lace to the skirt. You 
may add one or more bands of lace as 
trim at intervals above the hemline. 
Keep a pleasing proportion between 
the skirt fabric and trim. Select trim in 
keeping with the style, color and 
texture of the garment. The bands may 
match, blend, or contrast. This is most 
effective when the trim is repeated on 
another part of the garment.

or add it to the bottom of the garment. 
Repeat the trim on the collar, at the 
center front or on the cuffs to tie the 
whole design together. 


4. If your trim or ribbon selection is 
limited, seam binding and hem facing 
sewn together in strips makes an in­ 
teresting substitute. Especially in­ 
teresting effects are achieved if 4 or 5 
colors are used. Simply sew, straight 
stitch or zig-zag, one strip after 
another. Often a backing of un­ 
derlining fabric adds stability. Again it 
is a good idea to repeat the strip, at 
least in part, somewhere else on the 
garment. 
5. Another means of skirting the hem 
length issue is to add rows upon rows of 
ruffles, resulting in added spark and 
added length for a new 
look. 
Especially good for after five type 
clothes or the current peasant fashion 
style. Use blanket binding, fabric 
remnants, or other trim. 


O hio Corn Crop 
2nd Largest 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (API - Field 
conditions as of Sept. I still indicate 
Ohio’s 1975 corn production will total 
315 million bushels, second largest on 
record, the Ohio Crop Reporting 
Service said Thursday. 
The state’s biggest com crop was 323 
million bushels in 1971. 
The forecast, which was unchanged 
from the service’s Aug. I estimate, 
said the com yield per acre is expected 
to be 90 bushels, slightly below the 
record 92 bushels yield in 1972. 
Soybean production was forecast a 
97.6 million bushels, which would be 
the largest ever in Ohio. The yield per 
acre was estimated at 31 bushels, also 
a record. 


And So 
It Grows

Numerous calls, more than ever 
before, have come in concerning bees 
in the home, wall, or chimney. Most 
callers believe they have honeybees 
but when checked out, practically all 
cases have been yellow jackets, 
hornets or paper wasps (pointes). 
Ifs not difficult to mistake the 
yellow jacket for the honeybee when 
you see these insects flying in and out 
of a small opening high on the wall of 
your house. Usually, if you have 
honeybees, they entered in the spring 
and you would have noticed them 
before now. Yellow jackets and similar 
insects become more noticeable in the 
faU. 
If the pest is not bothering you, 
perhaps it is best to leave it alone. 
However, if a member of the family is 
highly allergic to stings, call a 
professional exterminator. 


To do the exterminating yourself, 
locate the hole where the insects are 
going in and out. Then after dark or 
late in the afternoon, spray the con­ 
tents of a Vapona or Baygon aerosol 
can into the hole. You may have to 
repeat the treatment until all insect 
activity has stopped. This may take a 
couple of weeks. 
When nests are found in the ground, 
a solution of chlordane or diazinon can 
be used to drench the nest. Follow 
directions on the container. Again, do 
this at night when all the insects are 
inside the nest. 


Farmers Combined Labor, Pleasure 


A number of insects and diseases 
can cause your lawn to be spotty (dead 
spots ranging from baseball size to 
areas large as a room). Chances are 
the dead areas you are seeing now 
were caused by grubs, sod webworm 
or billbugs. More recent checks con­ 
firm bluegrass billbug damage. Each 
of these insects can be controlled but 
the timing of insecticide application is 
important and usually different. 
Since it is too late to treat this year, 
as the damage has been done and 
timing of sprays has passed, contact 
your County Extension Office between 
now and next spring for copies of 
“Your Lawn’’ and “Control of Turf- 
grass Pests.” These publications give 
proper times to spray and recom­ 
mended insecticides. Also, the symp­ 
toms and control of diseases of lawns 
are covered in the publications. 


Foreign M edical 
Training Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — At least 
one of Ohio’s four medical schools 
would have to set up a program to 
provide clinical training for foreign 
medical graduates under a bill near fi­ 
nal approval in the legislature. 
The Senate gave its approval 32-0 
Thursday to a House bill requiring the 
Board of Regents to establish at least 
one such program to prepare foreign 
graduates to obtain licenses to prac­ 
tice in Ohio. It must go back to the 
House for consideration of minor 
Senate changes.

Indiana will have a record crop of 565 
million bushels this year, according to 
the latest estimates by the U.S. Ag­ 
riculture Department. 
The forecasts released Thursday 
also show a near-record soybean 
harvest for the state. 
The latest corn crop estim ate 
represents a 46 per cent increase over 
last year’s harvest and compares with 
the record of 556.4 million bushels in 
1971. 
The soybean forecast of 116.2 million 
bushels compares with 97.7 million last 
year and the record of 135.1 million in 
1971.

A total of $10.1 billion 
is spent by farmers each year for fuel, 
lubricants, and maintenance for 
machinery and motor vehicles used in 
farming 
In addition to being producers of 
food and other agricultural products, 
farmers are good consumers of many 
other goods and services produced by 
someone else.

On a late November day, the meat was 
cut up, sausage made, lard rendered, 
scrapple made, the hams and bacons 
smoked. A couple of tons of meat 
might be so prepared with each family 
taking home a good supply. 
Apple-Paring Bee — held in the 
kitchen, apples were pared, cored, cut 
into thin discs, strung on linen thread 
and hung from the rafters to dry. 
Apple Butter Bee — young couples of 
courting age usually took part, stirring 
the large kettle of butter with a long 
wood paddle. 
Spinning Bees — the farm wife pitted 
her skill and endurance against the 
neighboring women to see who could 


spin the most skeins from sunup to 
sunset. 
Kicking Bees - groups of barefooted 
men sat in a circle on benches. Hot 
soap suds were poured on new woolen 
cloth spread on the floor. The men 
kicked the cloth for three hours or 
more to soften and shrink the material. 
lim e Frolics — to haul the lime from 
distant kilns. 
Quilting Parties — women would 
gather before a roaring fire to sew the 
massive heavy quilts needed over 
long, cold winters. 
Breaking-Out Bees — as many as 
fifteen head of oxen might be yoked to 
a massive plow to open snow-blocked 
roads. 
Dung Frolic — held only oc­ 
casionally, a farmer would invite his 
neighbors to help remove many years 
of accum ulated livestock manure 
when he found that access was com­ 
pletely blocked to the bam.

The nation’s drivers are still 
whizzing along highways above the 55 
mile per hour limit designed to con­ 
serve energy despite recent increases 
in gasoline prices, an Associated FYess 
survey shows. 
In the survey, AF reporters drove at 
55 m.p.h. for an hour during a weekday 
noontime this week on highways 
across the country. The test showed 
that in only one state was the reporter, 
while driving at the legal limit, able to 
pass more cars than passed him. 
And in that state, West Virginia, the 
reporter said he believed the test was 
thrown off by drivers from the opposite 
direction blinking their lights to warn 
of a radar speed trap. 
The survey also showed: 
—The number of speeding tickets is 
up considerably over the period before 
the 55 m.p.h. limit was put into effect 
in March of last year. In some cases 
the number is more than double or 
triple what it was in the pre-55 m.p.h. 
period. 
—Police have increased attempts to 
trap speeders, in some cases adding 
radar units and unmarked patrol cars. 
Some of these efforts are apparently 
aimed at preventing loss of federal 
highway funds, which can be taken 
away from states not enforcing the 55 
m.p.h. limit. 


Earlier this week, the U.S. Tran­ 
sportation Department ordered all 
states to furnish data showing they 
were enforcing the lower speed limit. 
—Police officials in most states 
believe that drivers, if not following 
the 55 m.p.h. limit, are at least driving 
at speeds below what they did before it 
went into.effect. Many police also said 
they thought lowered speed limits had 
lowered traffic fatalities, though 
safety officials say figures do not 
necessarily substantiate this. 
—Opinions of police varied on 
whether drivers were complying with 
the lower speed limit more now than 
when it first went into effect. 
The highest incidence of speeding 
was reported in New Jersey, where the 
test driver reported he was passed by 
more than 200 vehicles on the New 
Jersey Turnpike and passed only two 
vehicles. 
On the opposite end of the spectrum 
was New Mexico, where the reporter 
said he was passed by five vehicles and 
passed four. But he noted one of the 
cars passing him was a state patrol car 
with its lights flashing. 
The reporter in New Jersey noted 
that the biggest offenders seemed to be 
trucks, most of which seemed to be 
driving at speeds of around 70 m.p.h., 
about what they did before the lowered 
limits.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Lynette “Squeaky” Fromme’s bizarre 
arraignment suggests her eventual 
trial on a charge of trying to kill Presi­ 
dent Ford could feature scenes 
reminiscent of the 1970 Charles Manson 
trial. 


Miss Fromme’s court appearance 
Thursday featured the defendant in a 
red hooded costume demanding justice 
for redwood trees and issuing an 
ominous warning that ‘‘the gun is 
pointed.” 


U.S. District Court Judge Thomas J. 
MacBride tried to prevent Miss 
Fromme from making statements in 
court, saying it might prejudice her 
right to a fair trial. But she insisted. 
‘‘This is more important to me at 
this time,” she said. ‘‘I’m the one that 
has to sit in the cell and worry about 
it.” 


Miss Fromme, 26, is the first person 
ever indicted under the 1965 federal 
law covering attempted assassinations 
of U.S. presidents. She has not yet en­ 
tered a plea. If convicted, she could 
draw a maximum sentence of life 
imprisonment. 
Secret Service agents say a loaded 
gun was wrested from her hand when 
she was seized within two feet from 
President Ford in Sacram ento’s 
Capitol Park. 
Since then, her friends have said that 
Miss Fromme may have been seeking 
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feeling and said that salesman were 
also more frequent offenders. 
Charles Clinton, a Texas trucker, 
expressed the attitude of many of his 
colleagues: ‘‘I waste more fuel 
gearing down to get over the hills than 
I save going 55. In a truck you need to 
be able to go 65 to 70 to get a run at the 
hills.” 
The New Jersey reporter also noted 
that turnpike traffic did not even slow 
down while passing a state police 
patrol car parked on the side of the 
road. 
Asked about whether the 55 m.p.h. 
limit was being enforced, a New 
Jersey 
state 
police 
spokesman 
replied: 
‘“Absolutely.” Since New 
Jersey records of traffic tickets are not 
divided into individual offenses, it 
could not be determined if speeding 
tickets were on the increase in the 
state. 
In other states police showed large 
increases in the number of tickets. 
In Utah, for example, a spokesman 
said speeding tickets were running 20 
per cent above last year, when they 
had doubled from the previous year 
when higher speed limits were in ef­ 
fect. 
In Connecticut, a spokesman said 
state police issued 4,994 tickets in 


attention for the Manson clan’s 
campaign against pollution, which 
advocates killing the polluters. 
“There is an army of young people 
and children who want to clean up this 
earth, the redwood trees,” she said in 
court Thursday. The judge said her 
statements weren’t relevant to the 
case. But she rambled on in a calm 
voice. 
“I want you to order the corps of 
govemmment engineers to buy up the 
parks,” she said. ‘‘...You have 
jurisdiction 
over 
the 
redwood 
trees...The important part is the 
redwood trees.” 
As the judge tried to silence her, she 
declared, ‘‘The gun is pointed, your 
honor. The gun is pointed. Whether it 
goes off is up to you.” 


As she was escorted from court by a 
deputy U.S. marshal, she remarked, 
“I hope I wasn’t rude.” MacBride as­ 
sured her she wasn’t. 
Miss Fromme’s next court ap­ 
pearance is set for Tuesday when 
Federal Public Defender E. Richard 
Walker will argue for reduction of her 
million bail. He also will seek can­ 
cellation of a gag order which prevents 
Miss Fromme from talking to news 
media. 
Her plea hearing is set for Sept. 19. 
The judge has said he will make every 
effort to bring Miss Fromme to trial 
within 60 to 90 days.

January-July 1973, before the lower 
speed limit was in effect. State police 
issued 16,227 speeding tickets in the 
same period last year and 24,292 in 
January-July this year. 
In Maryland, police said that in the 
month since they began a speeding 
crackdown July 29 they’ve issued 
24,800 speeding tickets, more than 
three times the monthly average 
before. 
Opinions varied among drivers 
questioned about the 55 m.p.h limit, 
and the random survey provided no 
basis for determining a consensus.

One exception was a driver from 
Vermont questioned at a gas station in 
Idaho.

Although driving slower 
than he did before the speed 
limit was first reduced, he is 
still traveling at a faster rate 
than the limit. 
Well, hurrah for him The 
muddleheads in Washington

yet. 
When

designed to save gasoline. 
Then 
gasoline 
becam e 
plentiful 
again, 
and 
the 
bureaucrats rationalized with 
saving of lives. 
The data used, however, is 


open to serious question. In 
Ohio, the speed limit was 60 in 
the day and 50 at night, with 70 
permitted on interstates. This, 
Ohio’s limit were already 
close to the new limits.

higher limits. In addition, the 
accident rate on 
interstate 
highways 
was

feds decided the lower limit 


must become permanent, and 
aid money to the states was 
used as a bludgeon to insure 
compliance. 
We feel that the speed limit 
should be raised to 65 on 
interstate 
roads, 
and 
maintained at 55 on secondary 
roads that will seldom permit 
much faster travel anyway. 
Such action would permit 
faster travel for those who go 
longer distances and can 
afford the fuel. The rise in 
accident rates should be 
almost unnoticeable. And the 
Ohio State Highway Patrol 
would possibly lose a little of 
the Gestapo image it has taken 
on by strict enforcement of an 
unrealistic and unnecessary 
speed limit.

Rescinding of that ban last Dec. 31 
was accompanied by great excitement 
and expectations of a rush to gold 
dealers. Many had expected people 
even would draw money from savings 
accounts to buy gold. Hucksters 
forecast big price rises. 
The peak price, around $190 an 
ounce, was reached just about the time 
the public was permitted to buy 
bullion, which is the metal in its rather 
plain, unfabricated, bar or wafer form. 
The price this week was around $150. 
Crimp h n n m ' 
What killed the “gold boom?” 
Herbert Coyne and Irwin Shisko, 
vice presidents of J. Aron & Co., an old- 
line merchant banking firm which puts 
industrial and commercial buyers and 
sellers together — they are more or 
less disinterested observers of retail 
markets — gives this assessment: 
There was a lack of tradition of gold 
ownership in the United States. 
Americans apparently are unlike 
Europeans, who tend to place great 
faith in the ability of gold to retain its 
value during inflation or collapse.

But even before the lifting on the ban 
on bullion, Americans were permitted 
to own certain gold coins. Many smart 
people already had satisfied their 
longing for gold by purchasing these 
coins.

Thirdly, the price of gold kept rising, 
and Americans are wary of buying 
items on the rise. Sometimes they 
might conclude that prices, though 
high, might continue rising. This time 
they didn’t think so. They were 
correct. 


Finally, there were too many 
“anxiety elements” to owning gold. 
“There was a carnival atmosphere, a 
feeling that flamboyant operators 
would bilk the public.” There was a 
fear of financially weak dealers going 
bankrupt. 
There were fears also that bars of 
alloys would be plated to look like gold, 
and there were fears that some dealers 
would make extraordinary profits. 
Finally, they said, Americans 
became aware of the difficulties and 
costs in returning gold bars to the 
market. They realized that maybe gold 
wasn’t always negotiable. And they 
eventually realized they would have to 
pay $25 to $50 an ounce to obtain an 
assay prior to sale. 
“Hie media did a great service to 
the public in pointing out these 
drawbacks, by pointing out that gold 
bars were not a panacea and that 
prices go down and up.” 


Eamon de Valera was a dear old 
man with a sense of history hardly 
equalled by any other world statesman 
of his long tenure.

“The sound of Liberty,” Mr. de 
Valera said with pride.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is there any age that is best for the 
application of braces for the teeth? 
Mrs. J. D., Maine 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
There is no universal age at which 
orthodonture should be started. Each 
dental problem must be individually 
evaluated. 
This highly specialized subdivision 
of dentistry- has progressed enor­ 
mously in the past 25 years. It is now- 
well known that the preservation of 
teeth in the child can determine the 
eventual dental health of the adult. 


Irregularly spaced teeth and teeth 
that are crooked and bunched up, may 
interfere with the normal growth of the 
jaw. 
Some speech defects can be traced to 
abnormal structural changes in the 
mouth. 


Your own dentist is in the ideal 
position to determine when to consult 
the orthodonture specialist. He, then, 
with X-rays and casts, decides exactly 
when the child is ready to begin 
reconstructive work. 
One of the major problems that 
arises in orthodonture is that parents 
fail to get an early opinion and hope 
that the teeth will grow properly, even 
without orthodontic help. This is a 
mistake. It complicates the dental 
problems and may reduce the or­ 
thodontist’s eventual result. 


Is it unusual for a newborn baby to 
be frightened by loud noises9 
Mrs. R. B.,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Ixwd noises may produce a “startle 
reflex.” This is perfectly normal. 
Some children may react more 
violently than others and still stay 
within normal limits. 
Doctors very often use the startle 
reflex in infants to determine if there is 
some hearing impairment. 
There are now many new techniques 
by which suspected deafness in infants 
can be established. 


A number of the women in our 
family have enlargem ent of the 
thyroid gland. Can this be a family 
trait? 
MissE. E.,Okla. 
Dear Miss E.: 
Thyroid enlargem ent is not a 
hereditary condition. One of the 
reasons why it may occur frequently in 
a family is that the members of that 
family live in an area where there is a 
deficiency of iodine in the water. 
It is said that thyroid goiter occurs in 
almost 20 per cent of the population 
who live where the iodine content of 
the water is poor. 
People who live in these com­ 
munities are told by their doctors to 
use iodized salt to replenish any 
deficiency.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — From 
filmland to the farmyard, many 
favorite tax shelters used by wealthy 
investors to hide from the tax collector 
are being marked for closing by Con­ 
gress. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, drafting a tax revision bill, is 
taking aim at assorted legal devices by 
which some higher-income Americans 
are managing to earn a lot but pay 
little or nothing in taxes. 
In four working days, the committee 
has given tentative approval to tax-law 
changes which would bring about $5.7 
billion more into the federal treasury 
over the coming six years. 
“The End” would come, effective 
immediately, for major tax shelters in 
movies, including horror and por­ 
nographic films as well as general box­ 
office attractions, if the committee’s 25 
to 0 decision Thursday eventually 
becomes law. 
“Doubtless some successful, and 
perhaps significant, films have been 
financed through shelters. But not 
every film which is shelter-backed 
necessarily falls in this category. The 
staff understands that a large number 
of shelter-backed films include horror 
and 
pornographic 
film s,” 
congressional tax staff experts told the 
panel. 
Next week, the committee turns to 
tax shelters in professional sports 
franchises. 
“ Because tax losses may be 
generated which can be used to offset 
other income, professional sports 
franchises have become increasingly 
attractive tax shelter investments for 
individuals in high marginal tax 
brackets,” the congressional experts 
said. 
So far, the committee has voted to 
knock down major kinds of tax shelters 
in the real estate area, farming, equip­ 
ment-leasing and in oil and gas drilling 
when developing an already-tapped 
field. The panel left shelters available 
for investing in exploratory wells. 
E quipm ent-leasing p rac tic e s, 
growing substantially in recent years, 
cover such items as airplanes, com­ 
puters, railroad rolling stock and 
ships. 
Tax shelters are used chiefly by 
persons with high income to invest 
some money in a project to build up 
accounting losses. These losses wipe 
out their regular income for purposes 
of computing taxes. 
For example, cases from Internal 
Revenue Service files include a dentist 


with $156,000 in income who invested in 
a movie tax shelter and a lawyer with 
$151,000 in income who invested in a 
cattle-feeding tax shelter. Both paid no 
federal income tax. An executive 
earning $448,000 paid $1,200 because he 
had a real estate tax shelter. 
The committee is coming up with 
various proposed changes in com­ 
plicated tax rules. The panel’s aim is 
to chiefly limit the use of artificial kind 
of losses, and thereby deal with ele­ 
ments which show up in shelter after 
shelter. 
Rhodes Vetoes 
Invalid, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Eleven of 
Gov. James A. Rhodes’ line-item 
vetoes in the $10.6 billion state budget 
were invalid, the state attorney gen­ 
eral says. 
The formal opinion was issued 
Thursday in response to resolutions 
passed by majority Democrats in the 
legislature requesting Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown to clarify guber­ 
natorial authority on item vetoes. 
Neither Rhodes nor House Speaker 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, 
offered any detailed comment on the 
opinion, although Riffe said a legal 
challenge to the vetoes was now 
“possible.” 
Brown, a Democrat, said four items 
questioned by the legislature were 
legal vetoes and five others “have 
been made moot by the subsequent 
enactment of another law.” 
The state’s chief legal officer said 
Rhodes can veto permanent law or, 
nonmoney language within an ap­ 
propriations bill. But he said sections 
of legislation, such as the state budget, 
which “imposes qualifications and 
conditions on various appropriations” 
cannot be line-itemed out. 
Six of the “invalid” vetoes dealt with 
legislative 
restrictions 
on 
ap­ 
propriations, including funding for 
higher and lower education, Brown 
said. In each instance, however, the 
actual appropriations had not been 
vetoed, the attorney general noted. 
Five 
other 
vetoes 
were 
not 
“separate and distinct from other 
provisions in the bill,” he said. These 
included changes in civil service 
requirements. 
House Democrats failed by one vote 
July 23 to override nine of Rhodes’ 
budget vetoes.

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Ohio House 
Overrides 
Rhodes Veto 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With 
Republicans supplying the crucial 
votes, the Ohio House has overridden 
Gov. James A. Rhodes veto of a bill 
that would require smoke detection 
systems in high rise apartment 
buildings. 


Majority House Democrats had 
failed to gamer a single GOP vote in 
several unsuccessful earlier attempts 
to bypass the Republican governor. 


However, 
13 
Republican 
rep­ 
resentatives broke ranks Friday and 
voted with majority members in 
overturning the veto 69-25. The Senate, 
where Democrats hold the required 
three-fifths majority to override, 
cannot take action until Oct. 21 when a 
special one-day session is planned. 


In the meantime, sponsor Francine 
Panehal, D-5 Cleveland was ebullient 
over the initial in the House. 
“ I ’m especially gratified that 13 of 
my Republican colleagues joined with 
Democrats in the override vote,” she 
said. “ Without their strong convictions 
any victory would have been impos­ 
sible.” 
In his veto message, Rhodes said the 
so-called Towering Inferno bill was 
“ discriminatory” because it applied 
only to high rise apartments and con­ 
dominiums higher than 75 feet, and 
exempted office buildings. 
Mrs. Panehal said smaller buildings 
did not present as great a fire hazard 
and “ so few deaths have occurred in 
office buildings that they don’t even 
keep records (of fatalities).”

Catalytic Converters Pass Test 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Sulfates 
and sulfuric acid mist produced by 
antipollution devices on automobiles 
have little or no affect on health, ac­ 
cording to U.S. Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency scientists here. 
“We know that there is a division of 
opinion within the EPA,” said Dr. 
Jerry 
Stara 
at 
the 
National 
Environmental 
Research Center 
Toxology Research laboratory, “but 
we didn’t find a whole lot of problem.” 
Stara said the center has conducted 
two years of testing catalytic con­ 
verters now used on 1975 model 
automobiles. 
Scientists there tested converters 
used on both Ford and General Motors 
cars and eight cylinder engines from 
both companies. Experimental ani­ 
mals included guinea pigs, rats and 
hamsters. 
Guinea pigs were selected because 
of their extreme lung sensitivity, Stara 
said. Stara said the animals react most 
closely to humans with breathing 
problems, like asthmatics. 
Stara, a toxicologist and vet­ 
erinarian, said the guinea pigs showed 
an immediate resistence to the sulfuric 
acid mist and the sulfates but their 
lungs soon became tolerant, as did the 
other animals. 
“The big question now is, are the 
sulfates harmful. 
“We say the hydrocarbons produced 
by cars without the converter are more 
harmful than the gases produced by 
the catalytic converters,” Stara said. 
Stara said EPA scientists elsewhere 
had reported that the sulphates are as 
harmful as the hydrocarbons. This, 
Stara said, was not bom out by the 
tests. 
Stara said he was concerned at 
reports that persons within the 
automobile industry would like to see 
an end to installation of the devices. 
“If the converter goes, then industry 
has to offer other methods of control 
and the solution will be smaller cars 
and fuel without sulfur,” Stara said. 
Stara said the sulfates produced by 
the converters “are minimal” com­ 
pared to the pollution produced by 
industry. 
“We feel the trade-off, hydrocarbons 
for sulfates, was good.” 
Stara said three tests were con­ 
ducted over the past year. One for 
three months and the second two of six 
weeks duration each. 
In each test, he said, animals in 
chambers exposed to gases not sent 
through the converters died. Those 
who received gases passing through 
the converters showed no harmful 
effects.

Joined by its 
sister trolley, old No. 450 from the Ohio 
Railway Museum in Worthington, the 
cars will make up to four round-trips a 
day into the city. 
“We bought the car in a junkyard in 
St. Louis IO years ago and completely 
rebuilt it,” said Robert Eggleton, vice 
president of the Connecticut museum. 
“We’ve

demonstrate to Connecticut officials 
what light rail is all about. It looks like 
a brand new car. Now ifs going back 
into service,” he said. 
The car, known as President’s 
Conference Committee 
(PCC) 
450 
after a group that designed it, was 
made in 1949, one of the last trolley 
cars to be built in America. 
Trolley systems have continued to 
operate in Cleveland, Boston, San 
Francisco, El Paso, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh using pre-1952 models, the 
last to be built in the U.S. 
Then came a decision by the Greater 
Cleveland Regional Transportation 
Authority to lower the fares on its 
system from 50 cents to 35 cents, and 
subsidize it with a one per cent in­ 
crease in the sales tax, beginning Oct. 
5. 
Although new trolleys — they are 
now called light rail cars — are on 
order to carry the expected increase in 
ridership, it will be at least three years 
before they can be manufactured. 
“Twenty-five years of technology 
was lost” when no new cars were built 
in the U.S.,” said Eggleton. “Now 
there has been a resurgence in light 
rail. 
“It’s very cheap. You don’t need a 


heavy roadbed. You run the cars in the 
street without high platforms. There’s 
a great future for it.” 
And old No. 450, which had been 
making quaint tourist hauls along the 
Connected shoreline, is ready. Says 
Eggleton: “Ifs a really old form of 
transportation and it’s making a 
comeback, that’s all.”

The cans, sold under the brand name 
of instant Spare,” are intended for 
use as a portable source of compressed 
air for emergency tire inflation. 
The company said in its initial recall 
order that the containers had a defect 
and could explode if subjected to the 
heat of direct sunlight for an extended 
period of time.

Company officials said Friday that 
276 customers have been waiting for 
service in the Cleveland area for more 
than 30 days and about 1,055 customers 
are waiting for service in the 216 area 
code district. 
Nonetheless, the officials say that 
more than 98 per cent of its service 
requests are met on time despite the 
company’s tight financial condition. 
Ohio Bell asked for a rate increase of 
$216 mllion last November. The Public 
Utiltities Commission of Ohio has set 
an Oct. 21 hearing date on the com­ 
pany’s request. 
The firm says earnings have been 
down and the company’s construction 
budget was cut $61 million from a 
proposed $314 million, said William A. 
Cornell, vice president and general 
manager of the northern division of 
Ohio Bell. 
Also, the firm now employes 26,300 in 
contrast with 26,900 at the beginning of 
this year, company officials said.

The sale of Amerock was subject to 
the approval of the FTC and the 
Canadian government. The FTC ap­ 
proved the sale July 7. 
Anchor Hocking’s first half earnings 
in 1975 were $8.2 million on sales of $224 
million.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A lower 
court decision finding that part of the

the Supreme Court. 
The court declined to review the 
Department of Natural Recource’s 
appeal in a case against Consolidation 
Coal Co., saying there was no con­ 
stitutional question involved in the 
appeal. 
It involved the departm ent’s com­ 
plaint charging illegal sedim ent 
deposits at Boggs Fort in Harrison 
County. 
Consolidation contended, and the 
Harrison County court agreed, that the 
statute under which the charge was 
filed is indefinite as to ascertainable 
standards and therefore 
uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The 7th District Court of Appeals 
dismissed the appeal, ruling it lacked 
jurisdiction in the case because the 
department failed to follow proper 
appeal procedures. 
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The jury seated Thursday in 
Pickaw ay County Common Pleas 
Court to hear evidence in the Bradley 
Black case returned to the courtroom 
Friday afternoon after only half an 
hour’s deliberation. 
Black was charged with vandalism 
of the Upper I^ansdowne Golf links 
and was found guilty of that charge by 
the jury. 
Judge William Ammer sentenced 
Black to a term of six months to five 
years in the Mansfield Reformatory 
for Men but the defense counsel ad­ 
vised the court it would appeal. The 
court then set bond in the amount of
